By a d eft tw ist of asso­ 
ciation , the absen ce of perfection —poverty—is mad e 
to seem to stem from capitalism , un d er which poverty 
ex ists. At the sam e time, capitalism is warn ed that 
unless it gives more an d more to the people, the rev­ 
olution ists will in crease their activity. 
Capitalism 's whole basis in the Un ited States Is, of 
course, to give more an d more to the people. It can n ot 
elim in ate poverty, because it can n ot elim in ate human 
bein gs who are poor. But it can an d lias d on e more to 
elim in ate hum an bein gs who are poor th an an y great 
n ation ever d id before or Is likely to d o In the future 
It has d on e this by private en terprise, or call it com­ 
petitive capitalism, econ omic d emocracy, or the Amer­ 
ican way of life, as some prefer. 
It was in evitable th a t the price of success would be 
the Jealousy of societies which suffered by comparison 
Tiie blackmail of Commun ist agitators who threaten 
revolution un less the Un ited States abolishes poverty 
at home, in Greece, in Turkey, or w herever they are 
busy with their mischief is mad e n o easier to bear by 
the fact it is a tribute to success.
